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A GHIRLANDAIO SOLD. 

One of the most important and in- 
teresting single picture sales of the 
season — that • of a fine example of 
Rodolfo Ghirlandajo (1483-1561), has 
just been sold by the Ehrich Galleries 
to the Worcester Museum. The work 
is a bust portrait of an Ecclesiastic, the 
subject an elderly man, clean shaven, in 
a black coat against a green back- 
ground. The modeling of the head is 
superb, the expression lifelike, and the 
canvas in truthfulness is appealing. 



BLAKESLEE-HEARN DEAL. 

According to an order granted by 
Surrogate Fowler, on the application 
of the Columbus-Knickerbocker Trust 
Company and Mrs. Clara Blakeslee, ad- 
ministrators of the estate of Theron 
Ji. Blakeslee, paintings valued at $66,- 
250, sold to the late George A. Iiearn 
by Mr. Blakeslee, are to be repurchased 
•by the administrators at their discre- 
tion. 

Mr. Blakeslee left no will and his 
heirs at law, other than his widow, are 
his brother Cornelius, his sister, Mrs. 
J'ane B. Ives, and nephews and nieces, 
who have agreed to assign their claims 
against the estate to Mrs. Blakeslee. 

Mr. Blakeslee had the right of repur- 
chase of the paintings on which Mr. 
Hearn had loaned him $14,450 until 
May 15. The total amount required for 
the purchase of these paintings is $16,- 
000 ($14,450 with interest), and the ad- 
ministrators state that the purchase of 
some would be to the advantage of the 
creditors. 

. Dr. Mersch's Appraisal. 

The petition was supported by an affi- 
davit of Dr. Paul Mersch, of Paris, son- 
in-law and representative of Mr. Charles 
Sedelmeyer. At the time of his death Mr. 
Blakeslee, who had many Sedelmeyer paint- 
ings in his galleries, owed him $93,000, 
while he owed $16,000 to Dr. Mersch on a 
personal claim. Dr. Mersch said it would 
be inadvisable to purchase many of the 
paintings in the possession of the Hearn 
estate because their present value is so 
near the amount for which they were 
pledged , that the Blakeslee estate would 
make no profit on them.

The list submitted by Dr. Mersch as ad- 
visable to purchase included the following:

The list includes also a portrait of Lord 
Arundel by Lawrence, with the statement 
that "a hand is to be painted out of the 
portrait." It cost $500 and was taken by 
Mr. Hearn on a loan of $400. "The value 
when the change has been made," the N. Y. 
"Sun" states (on whose authority it would 
be interesting to know), "will be $1,000." 

The total cost of the paintings to Mr. 
Blakeslee was $66,250 and their present 
value, as appraised by Dr. Mersch, is only 
$14,450. They are now in Hearn's depart- 
ment Store. 



AMERICAN PICTURES IN LONDON. 

A special cable to the N. Y. Times from 
London, says, some 95 paintings consigned 
by 61 American artists and valued at more 
than $250,000 have arrived here in the last 
few weeks for the Anglo-American Ex- 
position at Shepherd's Bush this season. 

Most of the best-known British artists 
are to exhibit in the British section, while 
the American wing of the exhibition is 
divided into three sections, with the work 
of American artists in America, London, 
and Paris grouped separately. 

The splendid collection which has arrived 
from America includes the works of many 
of the best-known American painters. The 
majority of the pictures are for sale. Childe 
Hassam shows "Young Woman Reading a 
Letter," which he values at $7,500, and five 
other oils. Robert Henri's "Lady in Black 
Velvet," is valued at $2,500. Horatio Walker

ART LECTURES FOR CHILDREN. 

Rolling up to the Metropolitan Museum 
on their skates come many among those 
children of the city who listen to the lec- 
tures on art given under the auspices of 
that excellent organization, the School Art 
League of New York City. The object of 
this league is to further the art training of 
the pupils of the public schools, through the 
teaching of large groups by lectures at the 
Metropolitan Museum in this city and the 
Brooklyn Institute Museum. It is encour- 
aging to note that there are 79 contributing 
members to the League, paying five dollars 
or more a year, and 576 active members giv- 
ing a dollar a year. Over 1,000 High School 
pupils are junior members and pay ten 
cents a year.

SHAW'S PICTURES GO TO CLUB. 

The closing of the old Grand Union 
Hotel at Fourth Ave. and 42 St. this 
week, naturally led to the expression of 
interest and curiosity as to what dis- 
position Mr. Samuel T. Shaw, one of 
the proprietors, would make of his 
large collection of modern American 
pictures, most of which have hung in 
the hotel for years. 

"'Mr'. William "B'. 'McCbrmick, the well- 
known art writer satisfies this interest in 
a well-written article in the N. Y. Press, 
in which he pays Mr. Shaw a warm and 
deserved tribute for his support of Ameri- 
can art. Mr. McCormick says: 

"One hundred of the best of Mr. Shaw's 
pictures are to form a summer exhibition in 
the Salmagundi Club, beginning the middle 
of May, and the rest of his canvases, water 
colors and black-and-whites are to hang in 
his home in West End avenue. He does 
not propose to part with one of them, even 
if his best known art gallery is going to be 
taken away from him by the necessities of 
the rapid transit situation in New York." . 

"According to the only official 'Catalog 
of the Pictures formerly in the Grand Union 
Hotel.' there are 137 oils and watercolors. 
And these are only part of Mr. Shaw's col- 
lection of American paintings, for in his 
home he has them hung in almost every 
room in his big house. There ought to be a 
good many of them, for Mr. Shaw has been 
collecting native works of art for the last 
thirty-six years. 

Known Better Than His Pictures. 

"He is the only American collector who 
is better known than his pictures. The 
name of Samuel T. Shaw is known and 
blessed wherever artists congregate because 
he gives prizes galore, buys pictures, backs 
up the Fakirs' Society, entertains his prize 
winners at annual dinners and luncheons 
and is the initiator of all sorts of helpful 
schemes toward the good of American art 
and the welfare of American artists. 

"Mr. Shaw first came into notice as a 
prize giver when he established the Shaw 
Prize for the old Society of American 
Artists in 1892. He kept that up annually 
until 1906, when the society was absorbed 
by the National Academy. In 1902 he also 
established the Julia A. Shaw Memorial 
Prize, in memory of his mother, that has 
been awarded every year now for twelve 
years, for the most meritorious work of art 
in the exhibition by an American Woman. 

"In the Salmagundi Club Mr. Shaw has 
given so many prizes that it is not easy to 
keep count of them. The 'star' one how- 
ever, is the annual prize for the best pic- 
ture in the members' show, that he esta- 
blished in 1904, and has kept up for ten 
years now. The winners of this prize have 
been Charles W. Hawthorne, E. H. Pott- 
hast, Paul King, F. K. M. Rehn, Paul Cory 
noyer, Gifford Beal, F. Luis Mora, William 
J. Aylward, William J. Hays, W. Granville 
Smith and Charles Rosen. 

Gives Dinner to Prize Winners. 

"Besides winning the prize, Mr. Shaw gives 
a dinner for each of these men, at which the 
recipient of the honor always wears a more 
or less becoming laurel wreath. And also he 
has to serve as a kind of unofficial adviser 
to Mr. Shaw as to who shall get the next 
prize, so that the 'advisory board' now num- 
bers ten prize winners. In addition to the 
prize and the dinner, Mr. Shaw always has 
a lithographic reproduction made in color 
of -the prize pictures, which all those at the 
function autograph for him as a souvenir 
for him and for themselves. He also gives 
$50 in prizes to the Fakirs' Society every 
year, and always buys some of the 'fake'' 
pictures when the bidding isn't very brisk 
at the annual auctions. On those nights he 
.puts dignity aside and wears a paper cap 
with a reckless air. 

"The chief feature of the Shaw loan ex- 
hibition in the Salmagundi Club this sum- 
mer will be eight oils by Theodore Robin- 
son not shown in public in years. Among 
the other painters whose works will be 
hung in the club gallery are Irving R.

Resuming a review of the interesting and 
important display and following the notice 
of the more important foreign pictures giv- 
en last week, and turning to the American

raiil Dougherty discussed last week, the one 
American oil to win an Honorable Mention. 
Charles Rosen's "Icebound Coast," is a 
characteristic strong, and clear-aired canvas. 
John W. Alexander's large- canvas,- ."Her 
Birthday," is characteristically . suave . arid 
sweet in color and decorative, in line and 
feeling. Strange, how pictures, 'like roles 
in plays reveal and emphasize oftentimes, 
the painter's, as the player's, real character 
and personality. Gifford Beal sends his 
original and good landscape and figure 
work, "Hudson River Holiday," from the 
Winter Academy, and Frank W. Benson his 
virile and fine moonlit marine, "Summer 
Night." One of the best and most truthful 
and strong portraits in the display is Louis 
Betts' "William O. Goodman:" Charles Bit- 
tinger shows his original truthfully and sym- 
pathetically painted, "Road to the River," 
and Joseph H. Boston his large and fine 
conception, "Ausable Valley." 

In his "Foaming Sea — -Moonlight," How- 
ard Russell Butler substantiates his claim to 
a place. in the front rank of Ameican mar- 
ine painters. This is a well-lit truthful virile 
presentment of the sea and coast. Good 
and truthful also is the simple strong, "Gray 
Woods," of John F. C. Carlson. The two 
examples of Mary Cassatt, while typical are 
not among her best works. I like much 
the veteran Chase's charming full-length 
standing presentment of his young son 
Roland, clad in Eton costume — a delight- 
fully sympathetic work, painted with all 
Chasers -old-time skill and dash. 

fully colorea - and lit Spanish landscape 
"Stronghold of the Scaligers," E. I. Couse 
a' good Taos Indian canvas, and Bruce 
Crane one of the best of his later works 
"Last of Winter." 

Davis' Large Landscape. 

To Charles H. Davis all honor for his 
familiar fine largely conceived and strong- 
ly painted landscape "Noonday Clouds." 
Gertrude Fiske is most successful and happy 
in "Gold Fish" of her two exhibits, and 
Mary Foote send a really striking nude, 
exceedingly well painted.. In "Before her 
Appearance" — an actress making up in the 
dressing room — F. C. Frieseke is stronger 
than usual and as always clever in tech- 
nique. Daniel Garber has exchanged red 
for blue in the tones. of his fine, large and 
attractive "The Quarry." In "Summer 
Afternoon," Lillian Genth is at her best. 
W. G. von Glehn shows a good outdoors 
with figures in "The Picnic" and Granville 
Smith his familiar finely colored and feel- 
ing "Clearing Mists" and "Regatta Day." 

There are sincere and good painting in 
Walter Griffin's "St. Trovaso — Venice," and 
the dash of Ben~Ali Hag'gin's figure work 
"Gloria," makes one regret the more the 
present conditions which have stopped the 
art output of this promising young painter. 
Philip L. Hale's "Portrait" is "snappy/ and 
Emily Nichols Hatch has a good figure work 
in "Rosamond Enters." Charles W. Haw- 
thorne's morbidly sad Portuguese are grow- 
ing tiresome, even if well painted, and the 
attempt to paint a modern "Old Master" 
wM AV;Qb.Jmte,paL r m o "Adoratjon" Js .un- 
impressive- and foolish. 

In his full-length standing portrait of 
"Mrs. Irving Stern," Victor Hecht shows 
the best work yet from his able brush. The 
method is pointelliste, the color scheme a 
soft charming gray and the pose easy and 
graceful. Robert Henri shows his half- 
length study of "Thomas in His Red Coat," 
as able as ever and full of life — a splendid 
characterization. In "Women and Child," 
Beatrice How has surpassed herself. It is 
one of the best pictures in the display, well 
composed and drawn, attractive in color and 
expression. Leon Kroll's truthful virile 
"West Shore Terminal," is good to see again. 
Annie T. Lang is progressing wonderfully 
in her art. Her half-length woman's fig- 
ure, "Japanese Kimono," while, of course, 
suggestive of the technique of her master, 
Chase, has still original force and character, 
if the figure is strongly drawn, and the color 
rich and full. The artist's other contribu- 



tion, "From My Window — Venice," is slight- 
er but has fine light and air. 

Lathrop Lawson and Lie. 

The simple truthful poetic art of W. L. 
Lathrop is well exemplified by his "Old 
Home in the Hills" as is the contrasted 
broad and virile art of Earnest Lawson 
shown in his "Winter on the Heights." 
Both canvases are admirable examples of 
the strength of the modern American land- 
scape school. Jonas Lie's "City Icebound" 
is a worthy example of his virile brush, 
while Gari Melchers is not at his best 
either in his Interior with figures "The 
Open Door," or his perfunctory double 
portrait of Mr. Hugo Reisinger and him- 
self — good likenesses but the figures stiff. 
The always decorative Luis Mora has a 
good work "In Costume," and J. Francis 
Murphy, a typical late period Autumn land- 
scape.

The Grand Canon, as interpreted by De 
Witt ParshaU, and well interpreted, holds 
the visitor with its sense of depth and space 
and; fine, color and air.

Academy show— one of; the best 
American genres ever painted— a delight- 
ful work. ..Margaret F Richardson's por- 
trait of H. H. Ahl the artist, is a good like- 
ness and a serious, strong work.

Albert Rosenthal's two portraits of young 
women are excellent, fine in expression, and 
that of Mrs. Rosenthal, in particular, soft 
and harmonious in color. Chauncey Ryder's 
"Ox Team" is large and broad in concep- 
tion and treatment, a Gericault Horatio 
Walker subject, and Alice Schille's "Vir-* 
ginia Summer" has fine color and atmos- 
phere.

The portrait of Mr. Henry James b} r John 
S. Sargent, in the current Royal Academy 
annual exhibition in London, was virtually 
ruined Monday last by a Mrs. Wood, one 
of the group of militants called "The Wild 
Women." With a butcher's cleaver, Mrs. 
Wood approached the painting in a casual 
manner, suddenly dashed forward, and with 
the cleaver slashed the portrait before by- 
standers seized and stopped her. 

Mrs. Wood was accompanied by a man 
who attempted to impede those who re- 
strained her and turned on him and beat him 
with their fists. Mrs. Wood was then 
handed over to the police. 

The largest cut is on the left side of the 
portrait and obliterates an eye. Another is 
across the mouth and a third near the chin. 
The rent on the left side of the face is three 
inches long, and the torn ends of the canvas 
are frayed and uneven. The picture was re- 
moved at once from exhibition.

Women Sculptors at the Gorham. 

Fifty-five woman sculptors are represent- 
ed in an exhibition now on to May 30 at the 
Gorham Co. Galleries, Fifth Ave. and 36 St. 
Variety, virility, refinement and grace, mark 
this display which evidences an important 
step forward in American art. It seems 
curious that no such representation of work 
in sculpture forms part of the annual dis- 
plays of the National Academy. 

The most notable work is Anna Vaughan 
Hyatt's striking pair of studies for gate 
posts, with rearing horses guided by men.

to a home firm, and there are at least 
three of these entirely competent to 
produce windows in design and ex- 
ecution, comparable to any that can be 
designed and made in England or any- 
where in Europe. 

We fear that that old fetich "Made 
in Europe," which has so retarded and 
discouraged the growth of art in these 
United States, still persists, and has 
influenced even those worthy gentle- 
men who preside over the erection of 
the new Cathedral. 



BAD TASTE SHOW CLOSES. 

The so-called exhibition of Bad Taste 
closed at the Modernist studios this 
week. It degenerated towards its close 
into an exhibition of bad manners, in 
the bitter criticism by some of its pro- 
moters of the many persons who dep- 
recated the display as reflecting on the 
generation which preceded the present, 
who found their sensibilities outraged by 
the making fun of objects endeared by 
association and memory, and whose pro- 
tests were creditable to them.

EUROPE'S ART AUCTIONS. 

The season of the more important 
and larger art auctions in Europe opens, 
now that the American art season is 
closing, and our exchange desk is bur- 
dened with the numerous and handsome 
catalogs of coming sales of pictures, 
sculptures, tapestries, furniture and art 
objects which have already begun, and 
will now follow each other rapidly in 
London, Paris, Berlin, Munich, Am- 
sterdam and other foreign art centres. 

From the number of these catalogs 
and the importance of the collections 
they illustrate, the advertisements of 
sales which we begin to receive, and 
the report of our European correspond- 
ents, it would appear that the art auc- 
tion season Jn Europe this year will -be 
one of exceeding, and almost unpre- 
cedented interest and importance. In 
fact it looks like a general liquidation 
in all the leading foreign art centres — 
one result of the past poor art season 
in the United States. 

The more important foreign auc- 
tions, thus , far scheduled, will be the 
Peltzer of Old Masters in Amster 
dam, May "26-27 and the Crespi in Paris 
in early June. The sale of the Murray 
Scott Paris collection, it is still re- 
ported, -will -take place in London in 
June, .and if this does eventuate it 
will surpass even the Doucet sale of 
last year in importance. 

It is rumored in New York by the 
way that a leading art auction house 
has contracted for the sale of a $3,000,- 
300 art collection in this city next sea- 
son. "But that's another story/'

OLD SALON OPENS. 

The exhibition of the Societe des Artistes 
Frangais (Old Salon) opened in the Grand 
Palais on April 29. 

" "From the American point of view," says 
the Paris correspondent of the N. Y. 
"Times," "it is more interesting than the 
New Salon. There are 60 American ex- 
hibitors, about the same number as in the 
new Salon, but the majority are much bet- 
ter hung, several American pictures being 
leading features of the show. 

This is specially true of the works of 
Maxf.Bohm, whose- canvas,' "Spring Time/' 
and H. 6. Tanner, whose "Christ .at the 
House Of : Lazarus,," is., praised as one of the 
strongest of, modern'- 'American . pictures. 

Richard Milier has two clever portraits. 
Raymond Perry Neilson, cousin of August 
Belmont and a pupil of Miller, shows a 
study of a girl in a black hat. Lawson 
Adams has an interesting portrait; Miss M. 
B. Copeland a portrait of herself; George B. 
Shepherd, a portrait study; Harry Couvert 
a study of a Spanish woman, and Murray 
Bewley, a large decorative canvas, "Christ- 
mas Eve." 

Harry Vander Weyden has one of the best 
landscapes in the exhibition, "A Bridge at 
Twilight" and Lionel Walden has a strong 
marine. 

A portrait of President Wilson is exhibit- 
ed by the Canadian, Louis Dube. Ambassa- 
dor Herrick has been painted by a French- 
man, Henry Royer. 

But the strongest pictures are by Henri 
Martin, one a decorative panel for the Pa- 
lais de Justice, the other called "In the 
Light," shows two peasant lovers holding 
hands. 

Clementine du Fau, has a fine decorative 
phantasy, "Eros and -Psyche," -and: Marie 
Reol, shows by far the best nude of the 
many hung, called "Woman with Parrot." 

C. W. Eaton, the American, has two 
landscapes and Gilbert White, the largest 
panel ever shown in the Salon by an Amer- 
ican to be placed with three others by Mr. 
White in the new City Hall at New Haven.

ART BOOK REVIEWS. 

Jan Vermeer .of Delft,_ by Philip L. 
Hale-Small, Maynard & Co., Boston. 

As polished as sthe English style of Addi- 
son and as elegant as the French art of 
Watteau, is the Dutch art of Jan Vermeer 
of Delft. His work is precise and precious 
opulent and yet refined, animated with a 
touch of humor and yet thoroughly deco- 
rous. A competent and able volume on" 
Vermeer and his art, is that written by 
Fhilip L. Hale, the Boston art writer and 
published recently by Small, Mayanrd & 
Company. The work is illustrated with re- 
productions of all of Vermeer's known 
paintings and of examples of the work of 
certain of his contemporaries. q

and watercolors and drawings by Cezanne, 
Daumier; Degas, Delacroix, Forain, and 
Guys; 

The Mahometan art collection of Dr. Kurt 
Zander, which includes some almost unique 
Persian carpets, and many rare early Greek 
and Roman sculptures, and which is to be 
sold at auction by Frederik Muller in Am- 
sterdam, May 14, is well illustrated in an in- 
teresting catalog, as is also that of the un- 
usually important and varied collection of 
antiques, formed by the late J. H. L. de 
Haas, the artist, also to be sold by Frederik 
Muller & Co., in Amsterdam May 13. 

Very interesting, in text and illustrations, 
is the catalog of the J. H. C. Heyse collec- 
tion of modern oils and watercolors, sold 
by the same house in Amsterdam April 29.

'of rare examples of the nearly "Gebnan, Flem-> 
ish and Dutch painters in particular.. About 
1860, when M! Peltzer began to collect, the 
'Cologne, art mart was one of the Jmost re-i 
nowne.d of" Europe. Since, that, .time most, 
of its -treasures-have .been -dispersed * through 
the leading European galleries. * 

i Between 1880-90 the Peltzer Gallery iiv 
Cologne was much frequented by. collectors, 
critics and art writers, who made many in- 
teresting discoveries among its examples. 

The catalog of the collection, which has 
just reached the Art News office, is a large 
and handsome volume compiled with great 
care, and richly and finely illustrated with 
superior photogravures of the most impor- 
tant pictures. 

Interesting are -the two catalogs of old 
engravings, etchings and woodcuts, received 
from G. Hess, of Briennerstrasse 9, Munich. 
One records 705 specimens, many being 
finely reproduced and includes copper plates, 
etchings and woodcuts by old masters of 
the 15, 16 and 17 centuries. The other is 
devoted to the 36 examples of Rembrandt's 
etched work which Herr Hess has for sale. 
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LONDON LETTER. 

London, April 29. 1914. 
A sale of Japanese and Chinese Talismanic 
Prints on May 7 at Sotheby's, the result of 
which will reach yon by cable ere this is 
published, is of more than usual interest. 
These prints are regarded in the far Orient 
as talismans for averting evil and many have 
for their subject the gods, whose province 
it is to rule the fortunes and destinies of 
men. A number of the prints are colored 
by hand on a ground of black and white, 
others are partly in color-printing and partly 
hand-colored. There is also a rare Utamaro 
diptych, "The Meeting of the Lover Stars" 
and some hue examples of Harunobu as well 
as a small collection of Hashirakake. At 
Christie's there was sold April 24, a re- 
markable series of drawings by F. Wheat- 
ley, whose "Cries of London" are perhaps 
the most frequently forged of any 18th cen- 
tury prints. 

New Gilbert Monument. 

June will bring the unveiling of Sir George 
Frampton's monument to Sir W. S. Gilbert 
of "Bab Ballad" fame, to be erected in the 
vicinity of the Savoy Theatre, the profile 
bust of the playwright facing directly tow- 
ards the playhouse that saw so many of his 
triumphs. On either side of the author, 
figures of Comedy and Tragedy are teach- 
ing their puppets their parts, Comedy hold- 
ing in her hand a tiny figure of "The Mi- 
kado," perhaps Sir William's best appre- 
ciated creation. 

Art seems to be inherent in the Dutch 
race and that Nico Jungmann is worthy 
to carry on a great tradition is, I hear, be- 
ing exemplified by the success which is at- 
tending his exhibition at the Renfield St. 
Galleries of Messrs. James Connell in Glas- 
gow. The technique of this artist is par- 
ticularly interesting, both amber and wax 
being used as media, the Egyptian method 
of mixing powdered color with the latter 
producing a quite unusual effect of rich, 
pure tones. With the amber medium he 
secures a certain enamel-like result, while 
the wax mixture is somewhat hard in tone, 
lacking the flexibility of oil, but neverthe- 
less of extreme brilliance. Mr. Jungmann's 
"Interiors" remind one irresistibly of those 
executed by his famous forbears in Art, the 
simple things of everyday life taking on a 
sort of glory under the fine lighting and 
arrangement of his canvases. It is time 
that there was another Jungmann exhibi- 
tion in London. 

New London Museum. 
I visited this week the London Museum 
in its new home at Stafford House, which, 
it is rumored, is to be renamed Lancaster 
House at the wish of the Queen. The 
magnificent house which Sir William Lever 
has presented to the nation, is alone worth 
a visit, for the interior is more dignified and 
impressive than many a royal palace. There 
have been many additions since the removal 
of the exhibits from Kensington Palace, and 
among the most choice of the cases are 
those devoted to the presentation made b}' 
Mr. J. G. Joicey. These include some very 
fine examples of London wares, such as 
Chelsea, Bow and Battersea china and en- 
amels, as well as some extraordinary clocks 
of London workmanship. American visi- 
tors must not fail to add Lancaster House 
to their list of ''sights" this year. 

Some Fine Old Silver. 

Lovers of old silver who missed seeing 
the Ashburnham collection before it was 
finally dispersed at Christie's, should take 
the opportunity of paying an early visit to 
Mr. Newton Veitch of Carlton St., S. W., 
who secured certain interesting items at its 
sale. Mr. Veitch is one of the keenest buy- 
ers of Old Silver and Sheffield Plate in 
town, and his business is a wholesale one 
only, but he is always ready to place at the 
disposal of those who are really interested 
in the subject, his wide knowledge of An- 
tique Silver and Plate of which he has made 
an extensive study and written widely. He 
is one of the dealers who is at the same time 
a real authority on his own particular 
branch of collecting. 

Coming Behrens Sale. 

May 18-23 will bring the sale at Glen- 
dining's of the second portion of the Beh- 
rens collection of Japanese art works. This 
includes nearly 2,000 lots and deals with 
the superb collection of lacquer, the net- 
suke, the metal work and various carvings 
both of Chinese and Japanese workmanship. 
This will be one of the most important sales 
of the season and is likely to be well at- 
tended both by dealers and amateurs. I 
have the illustrated catalog by me as I write, 
and am able from the reproductions to de- 
rive a very fair idea of the beauty of the 
originals. An edition de luxe of the catalog 
is being prepared with critical notes by Mr. 
Henri L. Joly and is divided into four por- 
tions, of which two are now ready. The 
other two parts which deal with the sword 
furniture and the Buddhistic section will 
appear in the Autumn. 



An "Expert" Document. 

The "expert document" made its first 
appearance in a public salesroom last week 
where, at a view preceding a sale at Chris- 
tie's it was observed that the following 
note was attached together with a photo- 
graph to one of the canvases: "The under- 
signed has carefully examined the picture 
of which this photograph has been taken, 
which he considers to be an authentic work 
of Cornelis Troost. "Corn. Hofstede de 
Groot." It will be interesting to observe 
to what extent documents of this nature 
will influence sales and prices. In this case 
the picture belonged to an anonymous 
owner. 

Aspirants to the walls of the Royal Acad- 
emy now know the worst. There are sev- 
eral innovations this year 'in the hanging 
arrangements, oils being hung in two rooms 
hitherto devoted to watcrcolors and black- 
and-white drawings. Pictures hung "on 
the line" also enjoy the advantage of the 
allowance of an extra space between them; 
indeed there is less cramping than formerly. 
I hear that the picture of the Coronation 
luncheon, which would no doubt have been 
finished by J. F. Bacon, A.R.A. for this 
year's Academy, had he lived, is not to be 
completed by Solomon J. Solomon on the 
lines originally laid down, but is to be en- 
tirely repainted, fresh studies of the Guild- 
hall being made, although the original 
scheme will be followed as far as possible. 
The picture will take at least a year to 
complete. 

As an example of the Academy's relent- 
less adherence to its rules under all cir- 
cumstances, it is interesting to note that 
even in the case of the Associate, Joseph 
Farquharson, who has exhibited regularly 
for 38 years, and whose three pictures were 
this year unfortunately delivered late^ by 
! his carrier, no exception to the specified 
conditions has been allowed. L. G.-S.

MUNICH LETTER. 

Munich, May 1, 1914. 
Auction Sales. 

An auction of great interest recently 
took place at Lepke's, in Berlin, that if the 
collection of Baron L. v. Schacky. The 
variety, artistic quality and excellent con- 
dition of the paintings were notable. Among 
them were the portrait of a young man by 
Tintoretto, a Venetian scene by Antonio 
Canale, and a landscape with Christ bear- 
ing the cross Joachim de Patinier. There 
was also a picture by Jan Steen, one 
by W. C. Duysters. representing an Italian 
carnival scene, a female portrait by Rey- 
nolds, landscapes by Van Goyen, Ruisdael 
and T. H. Roos. a still life by F. Snyders 
and a Madonna by Schiavone. The collec- 
tion also included many specimens of Ger- 
man and Italian goldsmiths' work. 

The much discussed painting termed "The 
Juggler," by Picasso, has been purchased at 
the sale of the collection "Peau de l'Ours," 
in Paris, by the Munich dealer Thann- 
hauser. 

The Artist's Interest. 

The question of the increase in values of 
art works has lately been much discussed 
among German artists, and in truth it is a 
most vital one to the artist at present, for 
the tendency to speculate in works of art 
has become widespread. The point at issue 
is, whether the creator of an art work, and 
who. therefore, has in a sense the greatest 
claim upon it, should or should not profit 
by its continued increase in value. In 
France the movement has already had tan- 
gible results, a law having been enacted 
wherein a certain percentage of the price 
for which it is sold must be submitted to 
the artist having produced the work, or in 
case of the latter's decease, to his heirs, 
within a period of fifty years after its pro- 
duction. In connection with this new law 
a local newspaper recently put the question 
regarding its feasibility to three parties, 
representing those chiefly interested. The 
president of the Munich "Kiinstlergenorran- 
schaft" expressed the view that even if the 
movement became a law the artist would 
be under the necessity of keeping in touch 
with his productions throughout their intri- 
cate wanderings, which would be difficult, if 
not impossible. It would also be most dif- 
ficult to control the increase of price, as 
the private collector or dealer would never 
willingly acknowledge the price for which 
he sold a work. 

Other Considerations. 

Furthermore, such a law would eventually 
prove detrimental rather than otherwise to 
the artist for the reason that many art 
works are purchased in the expectation that 
their value will increase. Lastly, besides 
endless civil suits, the law might become 
illusory in that a prospective purchaser 
would buy only provided the artist gave a 
signed renouncement of all future claims. 
Art dealer Brackl considers such a law ex- 
cellent and points out how beneficial a per- 
centage from the great prices realized for 
works by Seibl. Boklin, Maries, Segatini 
and others would be to the heirs of these 



artists, who so often live in the poorest cir- 
cumstances. He does not consider the trac- 
ing of a picture's migrations as being dif- 
ficult, assuming that all dealers and collec- 
tors of consequence observe good business 
method in keeping account oi transactions. 
He also cites an interesting instance illus- 
trating the speedy rise in price of a paint- 
ling. A Munich gentleman in 1906 bought a 
painting by Prot. Heugeles, who had set 
j tnc price at 1600 M. This picture was 
Isold by Brackl for 1900 M.. and when this 
: gentleman gave up collecting two years ago 
land sold his collection at auction the pic- 
I ture realized 5720 M. 

Another difficulty is in the legal aspect 
of the question. In Germany this would 
only be possible if a bureau were estab- 
lished similar to the patent office, where 
works of art and every sale would be 
registered, but the result of this incon- 
venience to dealers and collectors would 
perhaps result in a great decline of sales. 
Perkstein's Paintings. 
A collection of twenty paintings is now 
on exhibition at Thannhauser's by M. Perk- 
stein. Reports from Berlin intimated that 
this artist's work had lost much of its 
coarseness. But of this reported change 
very little is apparent in the present exhibit. 
The Italian landscapes, besides being very 
obtuse in color,, are sadly devoid of any ex- 
pressiveness, while the nudes and portraits 
in the collection show little divergence from 
his customary style, which in its loud color- 
ing and affected naivete does little honor 
to the artist of early days who, with his 
awkwardness, was gifted with great power 
of characterization.

The Delaroff Sale. 

The sales began again in earnest after 
the Easter holidays on April 23, when MM. 
Lair-Dubreuil and Doublot put up the De- 
laroff collection from St. Petersburg at the 
Georges Petit gallery. The first 119 lots 
of the catalog were sold on the first day 
and realized the small total of $40,900, .many 
of the prices being very low, even when one 
takes into account the facts that some of 
the attributions were hardly defensible, and 
that the general quality of the collection was 
not high. Nevertheless there were some 
bargains. The highest price of the day 
was paid by M. Sortais for the large picture 
by Boucher. "The wounded Achilles," which 
fetched $6,180. The "expert," M. Sortais 
himself, had asked only $5,500 for this pic-: 
ture but, although the subject is not one 
of those which collectors of Boucher usu- 
ally want, it was surely very cheap at the 
price that it fetched, for it is a good picture, 
masterly in draughtsmanship and brilliant 
in color. The oval painting, by Drouais the 
younger, a portrait of two little girls, for 
which the "expert" also asked $5,000, fetched 
only $3,740. An Italian landscape, attributed 
to Fragonard, fetched $1,792 and two little 
paintings on wood by Debucourt, "Le Pas 
d'Arlequin and "Le Festin de Scarmouche," 
$2,090. 

The remaining 124 lots were sold April 
25 and realized the rather better total of 
$70,800, making the grand total for this 
first sale $111,660, for 243 lots. The high- 
est price of the day and sale was $9,350, 
paid for Jan Steen's "Joyous Company," 
for which the "expert" asked $8,800, mod- 
erate estimation for a large signed painting 
by Jan Steen (the picture measures 43 by 
66 inches), but its condition is not good. 
The "Jesus Blessing" by Bartolommeo 
Montagna fetched $4,840 and the "Virgin 
and Child" by the same painter only $1,980. 
M. Kleinberger gave $2,332 for Lastman's 
"Susannah and the Elders," and $1,760 for 
"Jer.use among the Doctors," cataloged as 
attributed to Rembrandt but, of course, 
not by him. The "expert" suggested, prob- 
ably with with good reason, that it might 
be an early work of Gerard Dou. in which 
case it was cheap. The "Adoration of the 
Magi," cataloged as "School of Rembrandt," 
fetched $3,244 and the portrait of an old 
woman, cataloged again as "attributed to 
Rembrandt," $1,562. M. Rosenthal bought 
the little picture by Van Goyen, "The 
Meuse near Dordrecht" signed and dated 
1652, for $2,640, relatively one of the best 
prices of the, sale. Robert Dell.

PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, April 29, 1914. 

The exhibition of modern English decora- 
tive art at the Musee des Arts Decoratifs, 
which I mentioned last week, is a remark- 
able exhibition which shows what immense 
progress has been made in England in dec- 
oration and artistic handicrafts since Wil- 
liam Morris started his fabrication of wall- 
papers, stuffs and furniture, to revolution- 
ize decorative art. Many examples of the 
products of the house that he founded, 
which still bears the name of Morris & 
Co., are to be seen in the exhibition, among 
them the fine series of tapestries from the 
designs of Burne-Jones. Morris also rev- 
olutionized printing in England and the 
books of his Kelmscott Press are among 
the finest examples of the printer's art in 
the show. Some of the pottery exhibited 
is very beautiful, especially that of Mr. de 
Morgan. Admirable jewelry is exhibited 
by Mr. Henry Wilson, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Gaskin and Mr. J. Paul Cooper, and the 
bookbindings of Mr. Cobden-Sanderson, 
Mr. Cockerell and others are most attrac- 
tive. 

In the Galleries. 

An attractive exhibition is that of the 
w r ork of R. de La Fresnaye, now opened 
at the Levesque galleries in the Faubourg 
St. Honore. I have more than once spoken 
of the pictures of this young artist, who is 
one of the best of the "Cubist" school and 
is, fortunately, much more than a mere 
"Cubist." He has made use of the "Cubist" 
method to attain to higher things. M. 



Darmstadt Exhibition. 

Two interesting exhibitions are to be held 
from the middle of May to the beginning of 
October in Darmstadt, under the patronage 
of the Grand Duke of Hesse-Darmstadt who 
has promoted the development near his capi- 
tal of "a sort of artist's garden city in which 
each house and every single item in it ex- 
presses an artistic individuality." One of 
the forthcoming exhibitions is to show the 
latest w^orks of the artists forming the col- 
ony. The second exhibition, which the 
grand duke himself has initiated, with the 
collaboration of his adviser in art matters, 
Prof. George Biermann, is to illustrate the 
arts and crafts as they were practiced in 
Germany, Austria and Switzerland from the 
close of the Thirty Years' War to the end of 
the eighteenth century. 

The emperors of Austria and Germany 
will contribute paintings and other objects, 
and many princes of both countries will con- 
tribute. It is expected that much will be 
shown in the Residenzschloss, which has 
never hitherto been accessible to the public.

Works by the Brothers Harrison. 

Those brothers, in fact as well as art, 
Alexander and Birge Harrison, both leading 
American painters and members of the Na- 
tional Academy, having displayed in the 
principal museums of the middle West, their 
retrospective collection of paintings, have 
now brought it to the Fine Arts Building, 
215 West 57 St., in this city, where they will 
display it to May 17. The very serious art 
of the elder brother, Alexander, includes a 
number of works, which have appeared at 
the Salons and belong to various museums 
here and abroad. Whether he paints the 
limitless and the restless sea watched over 
and colored by the setting sun or the rising 
moon, or nude models, women and boys in 
the woods or on the sea shore, he always 
shows himself a strong and refined painter 
with a fine sense of color and a keen eye for 
the picturesque if he does at times seem 
to incline a little too much to realism in his 
treatment of the nude. 

Among the 85 paintings which he shows 
are "In Arcadia," with its nude women in 
the woods and "Solitude" lent by the Lux- 
embourg, the "Joy of Life" with its modern 
nymphs disporting themselves in the water 
and watching from the shore; "Castles in 
Spain," lent by the Meropolitan Museum; 
"Les Amateurs," lent by the Chicago Art 
Institute and the two beautiful seashore 
"Twilights," owned by the St. Louis Mu- 
seum and the smaller and warmer-toned 
one, the property of the Corcoran Gallery. 

The paintings of Birge Harrison, who 
handles pastel and oil with equal skill, in- 
clude several where the municipal building 
in Philadelphia and the Flatiron building in 
this city figure with most picturesque effect. 
He is especially successful in his treatment 
of snow scenes in Winter, notably, "Sunrise 
at Plymouth," with its line of buildings and 
its shadowed snow foreground, "The Red 
Mill at Cos Cob" and "The Old Inn at Cos 
Cob." The Toledo Museum loans the su- 
perb moonlight, "Woodstock Meadows in 
Winter," "A Glimpse of the St. Lawrence," 
is~frbm the Academy; a-n ; d--"The---Flatiro-n- 
after Rain," is owned by the St. Louis Mu- 
seum.

- The Twentieth Architectural Exhibition 
of the Philadelphia Chapter American In- 
stitute of Architects and the T Square Club 
now on in the gallery of the Art Club in- 
stead of the Academy, where they have 
been held for some years past is, perhaps 
for that reason, more limited than usual 
to the work of practicing architects.

The designs for the Al- 
fred O. Deshong Memorial Art Gallery at 
Chester, Pa., by Brazer and Robb show an 
impressive" ; facade of' * • good proportions, 
quite appropriate to a building oi that class. 
Trowbridge and Ackerman show plans and 
photographs of a splendid private residence 
"Killenworth," Glen Cove, L. I., of which 
they are the arctitects. 

The Third Annual Exhibition of works 
by former students and members of the 
Graphic Sketch Club is on until May 17. 
The club was founded in 1898 by Samuel 
S. Fleisher, a wealthy manufacturer, for the 
purpose of affording free instruction in 
painting and sculpture to young men in 
the neighborhood who lacked the necessary 
fees for study-in the other local schools 
of art. The result has been most gratify- 
ing to the founder and others interested in 
the work of talent that only needed oppor- 
tunity to be developed. Some distinguished 
artists have been students here completing 
their advanced work at the Academy schools 
and figuring conspicuously in the leading 
exhibitions of this- country. Albin Polasek, 
now in the American Academy of Rome, is 
one of these and is represented in the Ex- 
hibition by a remarkably good portrait 
bust in bronze of. Mr. Fleisher. Robert 
Susan, a portrait painter, shows some ex- 
cellent work in a "Self Portrait," one of 
Henry A. Fincke, and a figure subject "The 
Drinker.'-' Lazar Raditz, who began his 
studies in .the school ancLwho.is now one 
of the successful men in that branch of 
art, shows also very good- canvases in.his 
"Self Portrait" and "Portrait of a Young 
Girl"; "Interesting Study" by David Finkel- 
green, of an old rabbi reading by the light 
of a candle should be mentioned.

NEW PICTURES AT OTTAWA. 

The portrait of a Governor of Cadiz, by 
Goya, recently purchased by the National 
Gallery of Ottawa, is a notable acquisition, 
remarkable both for its color and charac- 
terization. The coat of golden brown silk 
makes a strong contrast to the deep blue 
sky and heavy clouds behind. The handling 
of lace, fur and carven ornament makes 
a wonderful piece of painting while the 
masterly revelation of character in the 
painting of the head has seldom been sur- 
passed. 

A beautiful and important example has 
been secured of the work of Claude Monet. 
The subject is, Waterloo Bridge on a foggy 
day, one of the famous London series. The 
picture is a marvel of color suggestion of 
morning mists upon the river through which 
the sun glows dully down upon the water 
and the passing barges. 

"Oedipus" depicting the mythological in- 
cident of the taking down of Oedipus from 
th-e*' tree~, "by* Jean -Francois Mijietrpurchased 
from the Cottier Galleries, New York, is a 
picture of great artistic merit. It has a 
curious human interest in that on the same 
canvas underneath the present picture was 
painted one of the earliest pictures Millet 
submitted to the Paris Salon. The- picture 
was refused and the disappointment that 
was to be so often afterward repeated 
caused Millet to scrape it down and paint 
over it the present picture. The work was 
exhibited at the Millet Memorial Exhibi- 
tion, Paris 1887, at the Exposition Centen- 
ale de Tart Francais, Paris Universal Ex- 
hibition 1889, at the Irish International Ex- 
hibit, Dublin, 1907, and was in the Collection 
of A. Preyer, The Hague, 1913. 



WASHINGTON.

Bullard-Coe-Lovejoy Sale. 

The Metropolitan Art Association an- 
nounces an important late season sale of 
modern foreign and American pictures from 
the estates of Mmes. William M. Bullard 
and E. Franklin Coe of N. Y., and Mrs. 
jfene Fleming Lovejoy of Pittsburgh, with 
a few additions, on Tuesday-Wednesday 
evenings, May 19-20 and of porcelains, 
bronzes and varied art objects, consigned 
by Drs. William Merrill Bullard, John Van 
der Poel, Mr. George F. Martin and others 
on Thursday afternoon, May 21. 

The paintings number about 150 and ex- 
emplify 103 artists. 

Mrs. William M. Bullard lived for forty 
years at 302 Madison Ave., N. Y., and died 
there in 1906. Her father was John Dull: 
of Boston and N. Y., who died in 1881 and 
left these paintings to his daughter. He was 
a collector and bought "Horses and Cattle 
Plowing" in 1876 from the artist, William 
Morris Hunt, through Williams & Everett, 
of Boston. Many times since 1876 the own- 
ers of this painting have been requested to 
loan it that it might go on public exhibition, 
butthey steadfastly declined. It goes on ex- 
hibition in The Anderson Galleries today for 
the first time. Thirty-seven of the Bullard 
paintings were bought from Knoedler & 
Co. and Schaus, from twenty 7 nve to , thirty 
years ago. The artists represented are 
Boutibonne, Col, Embury, Fette, Goubie, 
Griggs, Hall, Hunt, Irving, Jolly, Koekkoek, 
Leemputton, Meissonier, Marie, Meyer von 
Bremen, Muller, Ribera, and Vibert. 

The sole heir is Mrs. Bullard's husband, 
Dr. William Merrill Bullard of 302 Madison 
Ave. Dr. Bullard has sold his residence and 
agreed to deliver it to the new purchasers 
at the end of May. It was absolutely neces- 
sary for him, therefore, to sell his books, 
paintings and art objects this Spring. 
^Interest in' the" Hunt painting- has- already 
been manifested t>y four prominent museums 
in the Eastern cities, and there is every rea- 
son to expect that there will be lively com- 
petition for it at the sale. Those who have 
examined the painting regard it as a most 
important example of the artist's work.

E. M. Hodgkins Sale. 

Some 55 XVIII Century drawings owned 
by Mr. E. M. Hodgkins, were sold in the 
Georges Petit Gallery, Paris, April 29, for 
a total of $80,038* Many came from such 
sales as the Doucet and Decourcelles of 
recent years and the prices were awaited 
for purposes of comparison. "Experts'" 
estimates were reached and surpassed as 
a rule. 

The clou of the collection was a group 
drawing, seven studies of heads on one sheet, 
by Antoine Watteau, which fetched $3,500 
at the Goncourt sale, and were bought by 
Mr. Hodgkins at the Doucet sale in 1912 
for $15,620. The sum of $12,000" was asked 
and they were sold for $13,200 to Mr. de 
Ricci. 

L. Van Blarenberghe's gouache "Une 
Noce de Village," for which $10,000 was 
asked, was sold to Mr. de Ricci for $11,880. 
It was bought for $13,640 at the Beer sale 
last year, when only $5,000 was asked. 

Fragonard's "Sacrifice au Minotaure," ap- 
praised at $8,000 went to Mr. de Ricci for 
$8,800. Mr. Hodgkins paid $10,660 for it at 
the Doucet sale, and it brought only $10 at 
the Brunhargard sale in 1814.

Leake 
after the battle of Lahogue, weighing 26 ozs. 
9 pwt, was. bought by Crichton Brothers 
for $1,625.
